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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to papers filed on October 21 , 2007. 
Claims 1, 22, 26, 33, 42, 47 and 51 have been amended. 
Claims 1-18 and 21-51 are pending. 
Claims 1-18 and 21-51 are rejected. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
17, 2007 has been entered 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

y (e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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3. Claims 1-31 and 33-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by US Patent 6,682,440; Karidis et al. Flexible Interface Portable Computing Device. 
Hereinafter referred to as Karidis. 

4. As to claims 1, 22, 26 and 51 Karidis teaches a system and apparatus with 
Paper form for recording data with an electronic instrument incorporated into a 
paper diary that generates a record regarding the use of the paper 
diary(form).(C. 13 I. 35-40). (C. 8 1. 1-3) wherein said electronic instrument is 
incorporated into an outer casing of the paper diary and is hidden from 
view(Fig 11. 101(recording unit is in the Casing 208 and is hidden from the 
user under the paper forms 1 50. 

5. As to claims 2 and 23 interface for transferring records(C. 15 1. 41-47). 

6. As to claims 3-7, 10-11, 28 and 32-37 Karidis teaches a system and apparatus 
. with several options for sensors that detect use. (C. 7 I. 51-53 & C. 14 I. 51-53). 

7. As to claims 8, 29-31 and 34-39-41 Karidis teaches time and date stamping a 
record when detection is made by recording unit(C. 10 I. 17-20) 

8. As to claim 9 Karidis teaches superimposing the paper over the recording unit(C. 
10 1.1-5). 

9. As to claim 12 Karidis teaches a pen to be used to allow a user to write on paper 
and contains a sensor(C. 1 I. 27-29). 

10. As to claim 14 Kardis teaches storage for the electronic records(C. 6 I. 27-29). 

11. As to claims 1 5-1 8 teaches the recording unit detecting use and date 
stamping(C. 10 I. 17-20). 
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12. As to claim 19 Karidis teaches the electronic instrument visible(Fig. 13). 

13. As to claim 20 Karidis teaches a Gl display(C. 6 I. 1-2). 

14. As to claim 21 Kardis teaches the recording unit superimposed by the 
paper(covertly connected)(C.9 I. 59). 

15. As to claim 24 Karidis teaches a cable connection(C. 6 I. 32-34). 

16. As to claim 25 Karidis teaches device comprising a laptop(C. 7 I. 3-5). 

17. As to claim 27 Karidis teaches the paper in communication with recording unit(C. 
10 1. 17-20). 

As to claim 33 Karidis teaches a method of detecting an event RELATED to data 
entry onto paper with an electronic instrument incorporated it diary(C. 15 I. 35-40) 
and capturing and storing CHARARCTERISTICS of the related event(C. 10 I. 
1720). wherein said electronic instrument is incorporated into an outer 
casing of the paper diary and is hidden from view(Fig 11. 101(recording 
unit is in the Casing 208 and is hidden from the user under the paper forms 
150.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

19. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
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matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

20. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

21. Claims 47-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent 6,362,440 Karidis et al. Hereinafter referred to as Karidis. 

22. As to claims 47 Karidis teaches method of detecting an event RELATED to data 
entry onto paper with an electronic instrument incorporated it diary(C. 15 I. 35-40) and 
capturing and storing CHARARCTERISTICS of the related event(C. 10 I. 17-20). ) 
wherein said electronic instrument is incorporated into an outer casing of the 
paper diary and is hidden from view(Fig 11. 101 (recording unit is in the Casing 
208 and is hidden from the user under the paper forms 150. Karidis fails to teach the 
data that is being entered/recorded or tracked as clinical trial data. However, it would 
be obvious to use the recording/computing device record any type of data that is 
pertinent to ones work or research area. 

23. As to claim 48 Karidis teaches creating an electronic record(C. 10 I. 17-20). 
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24. Claims 42-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent 6,362,440 Karidis as applied to claims 47-48 above, and further in view of 
Non-patent literature article "Diary keeping in asthma: comparison of written and 
electronic methods." Hyland, et al. Hereinafter referred to as Hyland. 

25. As to claim 42 Karidis teaches detecting an event RELATED to data entry onto 
paper with an electronic instrument incorporated it diary(C. 15 I. 35-40) and capturing 
and storing CHARARCTERISTICS of the related event(C. 10 I. 17-20). Karidis fails to 
teach comparinig the electronic record with what the user wrote on paper. Hyland 
teaches a comparison of electronic and pencil diaries.(Abstract). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to combine Hyland with 
Karidis as the electronic time coded diary provides an more accurate quality review of 
data entry, but the paper form is more desirable, comfortable or normal to the user. 

26. As to claim 43-44 Karidis teaches time and date stamping a record when 
detection is made by recording unit(C. 10 I. 17-20) 

27. As to claims 45-46 Karidis teaches time and date stamping a record when 
detection is made by recording unit(C. 10 I. 17-20). Karidis fails to teach validity of data 
based on time. However, Hyland teaches validity of a diary being completed the actual 
day rather than in retrospect(Pg. 1 C. 2.). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of invention to combine Hyland with Karidis to be able to 
determine accuracy of data. 
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Response to Arguments 

28. Applicant's arguments filed Claims 1-18 and 21-51 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

29. Applicants arguements are directed towards Kardis lacking a teaching of the 
"instrumented paper diary incorporated into an outer casing of the paper diary and is 
hidden from the subjects view. The examiner has noted Fig. 1 1 where Kardis shows 
the instrument for recording information containing "at least one " sheet of paper Ref 
150 which is laid on casing 208, inside the casing is the recording unit 101 which is not 
able to bee seen by the subject. The examiner notes applicants arguments are . 
intending the apparatus to be a notebook similar to a pad of paper. However, the 
applicants limitations are written to be broadly interpreted. Additionally, the applicants 
disclosure for the teaching of the "paper diary" is not limited in what the structure can 
be. On page 7-8 the applicant discloses "the invention is not limited to The illustrated 
paper diary for recording pain and can comprise any format used to record information 
related to any number of subjects. Furthermore, the invention is not limited to the 
illustrated loose-leaf three-ring binder 11, and can comprise any suitable arrangement 
for recording information such as legal pad, folder, file and the like." Therefore, the 
structure of Kardis 1 apparatus has equivalent means for performing in a manner as 
claimed by applicant.
